This code includes the Revised CCV Background screens which 
reduced the memory size some 40% - 60%. It also includes the 
Holiday Graphics in the Movies and Movie category. 


2.3 Problem Fixes in this 
Release 


It fixed the TV/iTV problem during Startup Screen; Fixed error 
handling during help video and what's new videos; Improved ad 
performance; Made server minor fixes to Quit/Resume Box and 
Added all secret codes changed from 3 digits to 5 digits.
